AF Ll ſuch perſons who ſhall be admitted 
£%AQO to the Sacrament of the Lords Supper 
Pg ought to know that there is a God, 
that there is but one ever-living and 
B true God, maker of Heaven and Earth, 
” and Governour of all things; That this 
—E@A@A>—> onecly true God, is the God whom we 
-worlhip; that this God is but one,yet three diltin& Per- 
ſons, the Father, Sonne,and holy Ghoſt,all equally God. 
2 That God created man after his own Image,in know- 
ledge, righteouſneſſe, and true holineſſe ; That by one 
man f{1nentred into the World, and death by fin, ando 
death paſſed upon all men, for that all have finned; That 
thereby they are all dead in treſpaſles and fins, andare 
by nature the children of wrath, and fo lyable to eter- 
nall death, the wages of every in. | 
3 That there is but one Mediator between God and .. 
man,the man Chriſt Jeſus, who is alſo over all,God bleſ- 
ſed for ever,neitheris there ſalvation in any other; That 
he was conceived by the Holy Ghoſt, and borne of the 
Virgin Mzry; That he died upon the crolle to ſave his 
people from their fins, That he roſe again the third:day 
fromthedead, aſcended into Heaven, fits at the right 
han 
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hand of God, and makes continuall interceſſion for us.of 
whoſe fulneſs we receive all grace neceſlary toſalvation.

T hat they who truly repent of their ſins, do ſee them, 
ſorrow for them, and turne from them, to the Lord, and 
that except men repent they ſhal ſurely periſh. 

That a godly life is conſcionably ordered according to 
the Wordof God. im Holineſle and Righteouſneſle, with- 


_outwhich no man ſhal ſee God. 


That the Sacraments are Seales of the Covenant of 
Grace in the blood of Chritt: That the Sacraments of the 
New Teſtament are Baptiſm and the Lords Supper;that 
the outward Elements in the Lords Supper are Bread 
and Wine, and doe [ignifie the Body and Blood of Chriſt 
Crucified, which tlie worthy receiver by faith.doth par- 
take of in this Sacrament. which Chriſt hath likewiſe 
ordained for a remembrance of his death , that whoſo- 
evereates and drinks unworthily, 1s guilty of the Body 
and Blood of the Lord, and therefore that every one is 
toexamine himſelte,le(t he eate and drink judgement to 
- himſelfe, not diſcerning the Lords Body. 
>1/That the ſoules of the faithfull afterdeath do imme- 
diately live with Chriſt in bleſſedneſle, and that the ſouls 
of the wicked doe immediately goe into Hell torments. 
'That there ſhal be a Reſurrection of the Bodies, both of 
F-1f6id the 


the juſt and unjuſt at the 1a oa, at which time all ſhall 
appeare before the Judgement Seat of Chriſt, to receive 
according to what they have done in the body, whether 
!t be good or evil: And that the righteous ſhal go into life 
etervall,and the wicked into everlaſting puniſhment. 

And it1s further ordained by the Lords & Commons, 
that thoſe who have a competent meaſure of underſtan- 
ding concerning the matters contained in theſe Articles 
ſhaFnot be kept back from the Sacrament of the Lords 
Supper for Ignorance; And that the Examination and 
ez enhao of ſuch perſons as ſhal for their ignorance of 
the aforeſaid points of Religion not be admitted to the 
Sacrament of the Lords Supper, is to be in the power of 
the Elderthip of every Congregation, | 


Rules and Dire&tions concerning 


Suſpenfion from the Sacrament of the Lords 
Supper, in caſes of 8candall. 


Y hong ſeveral and reſpeCtive Elderſhips ſhal have power 
toſuſpend from the Sacrament of the Lords Supper 
all fcandalous perſons hereafter mentioned, appearing to 
be ſuch upon Juſt proofe thereof made. in ſuch manner as 
ts by this preſent Ordinance hereafter appointed , and 
not otherwiſe, untill it be otherwiſe declared by both 
houſes of Parliament how notoriouſly ſcandalous Per- 
ſons,other then. ſuch as are herein exprefled. fhal be kept 
from the Sacrament of the Lords Supper: Thatis to ſay; 
All perſons that ſhal blaſphemouſly ſpeake or write any 
thing of God, his holy Word,or Sacraments. An Inceftu- 
ous Perſon. An Adulterer. A Fornicator. A Drankard. A 
hropagc Swearer.or Curſer.One that hath taken away 
the life of any Perſon malicioufly. All worſhippers of

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Images, Croſſes; Crucifixes, of Reliques; all that{hall 
make any Images of the Trinity,or of any Perſon there-: 
 of.'. All Religious worſt-ipers of Saints, Angels, or any: 

'  meere-.Creature. Any perſon that ſhall profeſſe him- 
ſelfe not tobe in charity with his Neighbour. Any Per- 
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the Sacrament of the Lords Supper. s |

And it is fiirther ordainedby the Lords and Commons; 
That the Elderſhip of every Congregation ſhall have 
power to examine any perſon 'complained of for any 
matter of ſcandall aforeſaid , and upon confeſſion of 
the party before the Elderthip to have committed ſuch 
an offence, to ſuſpend any ſuch perſon from the Sacra- 
ment of the Lords Supper. The Elderfſhip of every 
Congregation ſhall examine upon oath ſuch witneſles as 
ſhall be produced before them, either for the acquitting 
or condemning of the party accuſed of any ofthe ſcan- 
dalous crimes aforeſaid, not capitall. The Elderſ{hipof 
every COOESe ſhall judge the matter of ſcandall 
aforeſaid, being not capitall, upon the teſtimony of two. - 
credible witneſles, at the leaſt. Satisfaction ſhall be given 
to the Elderſhip of every Congregation by ſufficient ma- 

_ nifeſtation of the Offenders repentance before a perſon 
lawfully convicted of ſuch matters of ſcandall as afore- 
ſaid, and thereupon ſuſpended from the Sacrament of 
the Lords Supper becadmitted thereunto. If any-perſon: 
ſuſpended from the Lords Supper ſhall finde himſelfe 
erieved with the proceedings before the Elderſhip of a- 

- ny Congregation, he ſhall haveliberty to appeale tothe 
Clafficall Elderſhip, and from thence to the Provinciall 
Aſſtmb'y., from thence to the Nationall, and from 
thence to-the Parliament, And be it further ordained 
by, the Lords and Commons, That the ſeverall and re- 
ſpedtive. Elderſbips in their ſeverall reſpective procee--_ 
dirigs ſhall obſerve theſe enſuings cautions. . 

Cantion 1. That cognizance and examinatian of any 
capitall offence ſhall be by.the Magiſtrate thereunto ap- 
pointed by the Law ofthe Kingdome , who if he ſhall 
commit the party queſtioned to priſog, or ſecure him or - 

3 her by baile, he ſhall —_ of make-A certificate _ ke

the Elderſtiip:of the Congregation where he or ſhedid 
laſt refide, or toany other nerghbouring Elderſhip who 
ſhall | thereupon have power to ſuſpend the party from 
the Sacrament of the Lords Supper. 

2. The Presbeterie or Elderthip ſhall not have cogni- 
zance of any thing wheretn any matter of payment, con- 
tra; or demand is cmiirnck or ofany matter of con- 
veyance, title, intereſt, or property, in Lands or Goods. 

3; No uſe ſhall be made ofany confetfion or proofe 
made-before the Elderſhip at any triall at Law of any 
perſon for any offence. | 

' And it 1s further ordemed, that the Members of both 

Houſes that now are members of the aſſembly of Divines 
or. any ſeven of them be a ſtanding Committee of both 
Houſes of Parliament, to confider of cauſes of ſuf- 
penſion from the Sacrament ofthe Lords Supper , not 
contamed 1n this Ordinance; unto which Committee 
any Elderſbip ſhall preſent ſuch catifes, tothe end that 
the Parliament, rf need require,may heare and determine 
the ſame. That if any other notorious and ſcandalous 
ſinnes beſides thoſe nominated in this Ordinance, ' which 
may: be conceived to be a cauſe to ſuſpend from the 
Lords Supper thall be certified to any Claſhs either from 
any Congregationall Elderſhip, or otherwiſe, which the 
fid Clathis ſhalt thinke fit, to preſent to the ſtanding 
Committee of Parliament. That the faid Claſhs ſhall 
preſent the fame to the faid Committee, to the end that 
the Parliament if need require may heare and determine 
the ſame, | |
